And here is win n 
the mystery conrey in—the person 
who first thought of combining the 
spices and tomatoes to make the 
delicious sauce remains unknown 
and unsung. 
The narrut “ketchup” comes from 
a Malay word, though it is thought 
to have started in China. The Eng­ 
lish spelled it K-E-T-C-H-U-P in 
order to give it the same pronun­ 
ciation as the oriental sauce they 
w’ere imitating. 
Coming back to the present, one 
discovers that ketchup has varied 
uses in flavoring foods. Not only 
is it a sauce to be poured on meats 
and vegetables at the table, bul 
homemakers keep a bottle of it on 
the condiment shelf and use its 
delicious blend of flavors to season 
different foods. It is particularly 
valuable when it cornea to making 
the cheaper cuts of meat taste-a.- 
delicious as tender steaks. The fol­ 
lowing recipes illustrate this use 
of ketchup:
